Return to New Mexico to Continue 
the Fight Against Paying Taxcé to 
the State Government. 

SANTA FE (N. M.) Feb. 16.—The 
fifteen chiefs of the Pueblo Indians 
who went to Washington to tender the 
Indian grants in New Mexico to the 
Federal government in trust to eseape 
taxation, have returned home without 
assurance that Uncle Sam will accept 
the tender. In fact, they were told by 
Secretary of the Interior Fisher that it 
requires Congressional action to take 
over the land. 

The Indians had taken with them 
walking canes presented to Pueblo 
chieftains by President Lincoln when 
the chiefs of the tribe visited Wash- 
ington more than fifty years ego. Un- 
like most of their fathers, most of the 
present chiefs s English fluently. 
They own more than 600,000 acres of 
the best lands in the new State and tn- 
valuable wator rights.

CHANGES IN ARMY HAVE NO 
BEARING ON MEXICO. 


‘BY FEDERAL LINS TO THE 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 16.—-(Special Dispatch.} 
At the present critical juncture when 
the whole United States army is being 
held in leash for possible emergencies 
in Mexico, Maj.-Gen. Leonard Wood, 
chief of staff, has given the reason 
for the recent orders regarding the 
reorganization of the army.

NO BEARING IN MEXICO. 

While Gen. Wood says that the re- 
organization of the army has no direct 
bearing on the Mexican situation, he 
says in his statement issued tonight: 

“Our object is to have a war organ- 
ization of the army in time of peace, 
so that it will be ready for war when 
it comes suddenly as all wars come. 

“At the beginning of every war,” 
Gen. Wood continues, “this country 
has suffered defeat, loss of life, ter- 
rible expenditures and a useless pro- 
longation of war with all its attendant 
miseries, because the country has been 
utterly unprepared; the army was not 
organized or prepared when the war 

and the commanders of larger 
units, such as brigades and divisions, 
had had no opportunity to handle such 
before. 

“So far as we can we intend to miti- 
gate the evils of unpreparedness by 
having a semblance of a real army or- 
ganization and giving officers and mén 
the practical training and 
they need to fit them for soldiers.”

Road Managers Expected to 
Make New Proposal. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—The crisis 
in the controversy between the east- 
ern railroads and their 34,000 firemen 
is expected tomorrow. when represen- 
tatives of both sides have agreed to 
meet Judge Knapp of the Commerce 
Court, and G. W. W. Hanger, acting 
Commissioner of Labor, the Federal 
mediators, in a final effort to avert a 
strike. 

. “We are waiting for Judge Knapp 
and Mr. Hanger to announce that they 
are unable, under the Federal laws, to 
secure arbitration,” President W. 8. 
Carter of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen said 
tonight. “This means that nothing will 
be done by us until tomorrow.” 


HOPE IN KNAPP’S VISIT. 


Significance ts attached to the hur- 
ried visit of Judge Knapp to Wash- 
ington, and also to the conference to- 
day of Mr. Hanger and the railroad 
managers, and another proposal as to 
the methods of arbitration is expected 
to be made to the firemen tomorrow.

Carter to the arbitration in the engi- 
neers’ case, he declared, iq that non- 
practical meg on the board controlled 
the arbitration. These men, he said, 
went to the records of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which he af- 
firmed were notoriously incerrect, and 
based their findings on these records. 

The railroads, according to Mr. Car- 
ter’s statement, are maintaining at 
great expense in Washington a bureau 
which gathers statistics for use in ar- 
bitration. proceedings. These statis- 
tics, he declared, favor the railroads.

Power for the shops is conveyed 
under the street from the plant in 
the new Hall of Records, which is 
also utilized for the Courthouse.

Pierpont Morgan’s Lawyer 
Are Paying Coast Visit. 


Santa Fe President Says 
Business Is Secondary. |* 


President Taft Commended 
for Good Judgment. _ 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 16.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Charles Steele, the 
recognized legal mind of the J. P. 
Morgan interests and a director of 
the Santa Fe Railfoad and many 
other corporations and Victor Moro- 
witz, chief counsel for members of 
the executive board of the Santa Fe, 
have arrived in Ganta Barbara to 
spend the next six weeks with E. P. 
Ripley, the Santa Fe president, whose 
winter residence is in this city. That: 
this trio will hold many conferences 
on matters of moment in the financial 
world is sure, ti none today would 
admit that their being here at the 
Same time had been previously ar- 
ranged. 

Mr. Ripley said the Santa Fe is not 
contemplating any great development 
work and is not concerned in any of 
the big government suite' and that 
there could be no reason for the con- 
centration of the legal heads in this 
city but he sald it would be only reas- 
onable to suppose that he would dis- 
cuss matters of current interest with 
the two great lawyers. 

“Before Mr. Steele returns East he 
and I will go over the Santa Fe lines 
in California,” said Mr. Ripley. “We 
have in mind a trip through the San 
Joaquin Valley where the Ganta Fe 
has done considerable work and we 
will also go into San Francisco. 
trip is planned for some time within 
the next two weeka.”’ 

While he would not express himeelf 
On matters pertaining to railroad 
plans, Mr. Ripley was not averse to 
discussing the political situation and 
the Mexican revolution. Of the liat- 
ter he said: 

“Taft's policy of ‘hands off must 
meet the approval of every Ameri- 
can whe hag a genuine interest in this 
republic, I tell you the people of the 
United States should thank God that 
Taft has maintained the attitude of 
no intervention. When the Mexicans 
begin shooting down Aemircans 
just because they are Americans then 
it is a horse of another color, but 
when an American through careless- 
ness or any other reason gets in the 
firing line and te injured without ma- 
lice on the part of the gun men it is 
unreasonable to assume that this 
would justify the throwing of our 
country into warfare.” 

Asked if the Santa Fe is making 
preparations to take care of the trans- 
continental travel during the 1915 
fair, Mr. Ripley said that no special 
work had. been outlined but that his 
road would be able to meet any emer- 
gency. He expects immense traffic 
during that year but he feels that the 
railroad will be well able to handle 
the public. 

While Messrs. Steele and Morowitz 
will be in daily communication with 
Mr. Répley here, they are not being 
entertained at his home. This is due 
probably to the fact that. the dis- 
tinguished easterners are accom panied 
by large parties. With Mr. Steele is 
Mrs. Steele, their two daughters, Miss 
A. N. Forbes, two maids and a man 
servant. They came In a private car. 
They are five in Mr. Morowite’s party. 

Steele and Morowittz have 
been in declining health for several 
months and will spend no small 
amount of their time out In the open. 
They plan to play golf daily with Mr. 
Ripley and also to do considerable 
riding. 

Both men, especially Mr. Steele, 
have been identified with Wall street 
operations for many years and as 
several more of the millionaire New 
Yorkers are scheduled to arrive here 
within a few weeks the gathering of 
Wall street leaders in California may

MONROVIA’S NEW SPEED LAW. 


Traffic Ordinance Limits Speed at 
Crossings to Eight Miles an Hour 
and Chauffeurs Are Trembling. 
MONROVIA, Feb. 17.—A new traf- 
fie ordinance went inte effect yester- 
day and will doubtless be the cause of 
more than one test case, if the strict 
letter of the law is adhered to by the 
officers. The new law, which is said 
to be modeled closely on the most 
modern city traffic regulations, 4s, ac- 
cording to its backers, most lenient | 
in ite terms. On the other hand, there 
are those who declare that the ordi- 
nance contains a joker, and If strictly 
enforced, will compel the Marshal to 
fine three-fourths of the auto travel- 
ing public, and would not exempt a 
reasonably swift trotting horse. 

The clauses of the law objected to 
are those which declare that in a de- 
fined restricted district, the epeed of 
self-propelied vehicles, at the inter- 
section of. streets, shall not exceed 
eight miles an hour. The restricted 
district embraces the entire business 
section of the city. 

The main terms of the ordinance 


have caused general satisfaction, and | skin 


provide that the speed limit within 
the city boundaries shall be twenty 
miles an hour, and within the busi- 
ness district fifteen miles an hour, ex- 
at street crossings, at which, .as 
mentioned, drivers must. slow down to 
eight miles. 

In explaining the ordinance, Mar- 
shal Newman said 
had been compelled to reduce the 

limit at crossings, as @ precau- 
tion for the safety of machines as 
well as pedestrians, and that the limit, 
eight miles an hour, would not’ neces- 
sarily be enforced to secure the safety 
of the people. 

Autoists throughout the country 
will be delighted with the increase in 
the speed limit from fifteen to twenty 
miles an hour, as a number of cities 
in the valley have caused considerable 
trouble to touring parties, by arbi- 
trary rulings as to speed within the 
corporation limits of their cities.
